Californians Withdraw 


On the floor of the “regular” 
vention, two Californians, after sev- 
eral ineffectual efforts to break into 
the routine of the business, won the 
privilege of presenting a statement, 
the substance of which was that 
California delegates had been wronez- 
fully excluded from the convention 
and wrongfully denied a hearing, thus 
depriving the Socialists of their State 
of a voice in the deliberations. and 
that therefore the delegation was go- 
ing to withdraw and meet with the 
Left Wing until such time as the al- 
leged objectionable tactics of the con- 
vention were abandoned. 

The reading of this statement was 
heard in silence, but at its close there 
was a burst of derisive shouts and 
which followed the two com- 
missioners down the stairs. Wien or- 
der -was restored, Seymour Stedman 
moved that the statement be tabled. 
and that the convention proceed to 
the regular order of business. This 
Was carried easily. but William F. 
Kruse and several others voted “no.” 
and drew upon themselves the dis- 
pleasure of Victor Berger. who turned 
angrily and called out to them that 
they ought to follow the Californians. 
as that was where they belonged. The 
only reply he received was a laugh. 


Defense Against Left 


The only other matter of importance 
before the meeting yesterday was the 
report of t'e National Executive Com- 
mittee, a long document consisting 
largely of a history of the party for 
the last five years and a defehse of-the 
executive committee against thecharzges 
of the Left. It is asserted that the only 
object of the Left has been to disrupt 
the party under tk: pretense of cap- 
turing it for international socialism. 
It is insisted that the. party under its 
present control has remained true to 
the ideals -f internationalism as out- 
lined in the St. Louis declaration. and 
has never lent countenance to the 
‘“desertions” of the Scheidemanns and 
the Nashes. 

The Lefts sat all day yesterday anc 
devoted their time largely to organiza- 
tion On a permanent basis, and to 
routine business. In their official min- 
utes they abandoned, by implication. 
their previous claim to be the only 
Offieial convention of the Socialist 
Party of the United States, as they de- 
scribed their meeting as that of the 
“Left Wing Socialist Party.” |

CHINA’S INTEREST IN

States, seeing some liquor saloons still open atid appat- 
ently doing a little busitiess, and also an occasional 
wagon-load. of beer passing along the street, have won- 
dered at. these sights, since the W ar-Time Prohibition 
Law has now been in effect for two months. The answer 
to the questionings of such observers is simple. Some 
liquor dealers in business when the War-Time Prohibi- 
tion Law took effect wished to cling to their vocation 
as long as there should be any shred of it left. So, in- 
stead of dropping the whole.thing at once on July |, 
When the liquor business practically ceased for good in 
the Republic, these persistent saloon-keepers began to 
sell beer of such small percentage of alcoholic content 
as it seemed the law might allow. There was nothing 


in the liquor laws to prevent their keeping their estab- 


lishments open, so long as they did not sell intoxicating 
liquor. Strange as it may seem, when the War-Time 
Prohibition Law took effect, there was no generally rec- 
ognized exact line, legally and finally fixed, between 
intoxicating and non-intoxicating beverages. That 1s 
to say, jt had not been finally determined by judicial 
action what precise degree of alcoholic content made a 
beverage intoxicating liquor. The Department of In- 
ternal Reveriue promptly announced that it classified as 
intoxicating liquor all beverages containing more than 
one-half of I per cent of alcohol; ahd that department 
has consistently adhered to this position. Some of the 
brewers had -prepared to meet whatever demand there 
‘one-half per cent’’ beer, and many saloon- 
keepers, where prohibition had not already been in effect, 
laid in a stock of it on trial. The liquor interests, mean- 
while, set up a claim that it was legal to sell beer contain- 
ing 234 per cent of alcohol, and engaged distinguished 
counsel to support that claim in the courts. On the 
strength of this action, some saloon-keepers, notably in 
New York. City, whatever ati they may have done, lost 
no time in beginning to sell “234 per cent” beer. Some 
men who had been in the liquor trade.in other cities, glad 
of any sort of prospect of continuing their business, 1n 
the hope that there would be a period of traffic of ¢1 
usual . ‘proportions between the problematical expiration 
of war-time prohibition and the beginning of constitu- 
tional prohibition, next January, srasped at the straw 
apparently thus offered.

paign to reduce the cost of living, and general attention 
was so occupied with this subject, that they could depart 
from a rigid compliance with the law without detection. 
But they were evidently mistaken, as they perhaps may 
have been convinced by about 70 arrests suddenly made 
in New York City, and a score or more in Chicago, a 
few days ago. The Attorney-General, A. Mitchell 
Palmer, undertook further to correct their erring judg- 
ment by publicly reiterating his promise to enforce war- 
time prohibition, and saying that arrests in other cities 
might be expected. Mr. Palmer pointed out plainly that, 
even if the heavv burden of work resting on the depart- 
ment agents made them a little tardy in reaching the 
offenders, there was yet ample time in which to initiate 
prosecutions. 

The Department of Justice evidently does not intend 
that saloon-keepers shall violate the law with impunity, 
for the chief prosecutor declared that the task of running 
down profteers in food and other necessaries would not 
prevent the strict enforcement of prohibition, with the 
exception of the sale of light beer in jurisdictions where 
the courts have held that it 1s not intoxicating within the 
meaning of the law. There is reason for all elements in 
the Nation to believe that what the Attorney-General 
promises to do he will do. He will, no doubt, be greatly 
assisted in his work by the measure which has been passed 
by the House and, it is understood, informally agreed to 
inthe Senate, designating any beverage containing more 
than half of 1 per cent of alcohol as intoxicating liquor.

Reconstruction Work in France 


One of the most reassuring official statements whic! 
have been made recently in France 1s that contained in 
the memorandum addressed to the President of tie 
French Republic by the Minister of Public Works on tie 
reconstruction of communications in the liberated re- 
yions. lor some time past, there has been throughout 
the country a gradually rising tide of protest against the 
alleged delay of the government in-carrving out the w 
\nd vet whilst every excuse must be 
after years of 
suffering and hardship, ne Ra? ee to see months go by 
without perhaps having their own needs adequately 
attended to, those who would deal justly with the mat- 
ter should certainly consider the enormity of the task and 
the difficulties under which it must be undertaken. As 
Mf. Clemenceau said, some time ago, in the course of an 
eloquent speech at Verdun, if there were only Verdun to 
restore, there would be no problem. But there are ten 
departments, the finest and the richest in I*rance, 
have suffered like Verdun. 

Still, as far as the restoration of communications 
is concerned, it 1s quite clear from the statement of the 
Minister of Public Works-that the governinent is under 
no necessity of making, apology. The si nple stateinent 
of the work accomplisiied in of Re than nine months is 
little short of marvelous. Jhus,*for instance, on the 
northern railway system, where more than 2000 kilo- 
meters of the permanent way had been destroyed, only 
22 kilometers remained to be restored at the time the 
memorandum was drawn up. On the eastern system, 
work was rendered particularly difficult owing to the 
enormous number of tunnels and bridges that had to he 
recorstructed, and yet only some 10 per cent of the 
total destruction of 1918 remains tobe dealt with. 

As regards, waterways, the work of reconstruction 
has been pursued with great vigor. Il‘rom the very ear- 
liést moment that such work was possible, many thou-

sands of men have been emploved. Already, according 
to' the statement, 320 miles of cangls had been restored, 
and it was hoped that by the middle af the present month 
nearly 1000 C sieauheie would once more ‘ in use. 

When it is remembered that 1075 kilometers of 
canals, 450 bridges, and 115 locks were destroyed, the 
extent of the task which faced the reconstruction author- 
ities may be gauged. Already the great barges are ply- 
ing back and forth, once more, along such historic water- 
ways as the Lille and Douwai Canal, and the Marne and 
the Rhine Canal, whilst it is hoped that, before many 
weeks have passed, communication will be again estab- 
lished between Paris and Belgium, and that the country- 
side of Flanders will “once again be animated by the 
Stately, almost continuous procession of great heavt- 
laden barges circulating between France and the north.” 
‘inally, there is the question of roads. Forty thousand 
kilometers of roads were destroyed in the devastated 
regions, and of these some 7000 are already available, a 
work necessitating the use of some -90,000 tons of 
material, 

In spite of all this splendid worly, however, there is, 
bevond a doubt, still very much distress of many kinds 
in these regions. But when examination is made of the 
question, it is found that, here as elsewhere, distress 
is largely due to the unrest and unsettlement occasioned 
by the people themselves. Production and again produc- 
tion is everywhere the urgent need of the hour and vet 
strikes here and strikes there, the curtailment of the work- 
ing day, and the general uncertainty created by these 
conditions are tending to accentuate the very difficulties 
which all’so much desire to see rectified. -As a recent 
dispatch on the subject very justly declared, “TT! rah iS 
but one solution possible—work! and still more work!” 


Evolution of Flour Milling 


days, the production of wheat 
and wheat flour in the United States has been confined 
almost wholly to the ever-expanding territory west of the 
Alleghanies. Prior to that time the industry thrived in 
the Atlantic seaboard states, where comparatively large 
crops of wheat were produced and converted, by the some- 
what crude processes then available, into flour which 
would probably not be awarded first prize in a compet- 
itive exhibition todav. But the product of that time was, 
no doubt, regarded by those who used it as excellent. 
Indeed it was, in comparison with some of the products 
when mortar and pestle were employed to ‘pulverize the 
grain roughly, permitting a winnowing of the bran, or 
outer shell, from the more edible pottions of the inner 
grain. Then came the times when roughened grinding 
surtaces of two ftat stones placed together were used to 
reduce the wheat to powder. After these came the crude 
contrivances which permitted the application of animal 
or water power, and still later the windmill. It was not 
until near the middle of the nineteenth century that iron 
or steel rollers were substituted for stones in the making 
ot flour, but it was’ many. vears thereafter when the 
newer process came to be generally employed in com- 
mercial milling. 

With the march of civilization in the United States 
imto the regions beyond the Alleghany Mountains, and 
the rapid and | 
wheat farms, the flour-milling industry assumed a new 
and constantly increasing importance. While ‘it is true 
that as early as 1815, a steam flour mill witha capacity of 
700 barrels a — was built at Cincinnati, Ohio. mer- 
chant milling, as it is known today,.was then unheard of 
and perhaps undreamed of. But somewhere in the vicin- 
itv, where pioneers had opened up wheat fields in the 

valleys and on the prairies of the new country, there was 
always to be found a custom mill, so called, where wheat 
was received and ground, usually on “toll.” The farmer 
was thus able to transform his wheat crop, then. often 
unmarketable in its natural state, into a product which 
found ready sale the lumber camps, the new towns 
springing up in all sections. Some went to traders, who 
exchanged the staples, such as groceries, dry goods, boots 
and shoes, and hardware, for a commodity which they 
freight teams, to the nearest steamboat 
river,/sometimes a hundred miles

distant. 

The pioneer flour miller, as may be imagined, was, 
from the earliest times in the middle west, a forceful and 
important factor in his community. Necessarily, he was 
a ian of some means, else he would not have heen able, 
under conditions then existing, to establish, almost in a 
wilderness, an industry requiring no small outlay of re: dy 
usually contrived to maintain a comp lete 
monopoly of the business in which he engaged for many 
vears. Much, necessarily, was left to the assumed hon- 
esty of the individual miller. “Those were da¥s before 
the introduction of platform scales, and implements for 
weighing loads were necessarily crude, and often far from 
accurate. The miller was obliged to résort, in the collec- 
his toll, to various systems of “averages” which 
were ot easy for his customers to understand, but to 
which they submitted with what grace they were able. A 
farmer, after a drive of a score of miles with a heavy 
load of wheat, drawn by a light span of horses or a voke 
of oxen, might find himself, at the foot of a long. and 
steep hull, where the custom mill usually was located, the 
better to utilize the water power furnished by brook or 
creek, wondering how, with his wheat transformed into 
flour, he would be able to make the return trip. But he 
was commonly reassured by the miller, who jokingly in- 
formed him that the load would be light enough after the 
toll had-been taken. ° In this; it has been said. the miller 
was at least truthful. 

But the coming of the steam railroads into. the wheat 
farming sections changed all this, and transferred the 
custom miller to the merchant miller. 
The water mill, with its “overshot” wheel and its queue 
of waiting loads of grain, has* gone the way taken by 
many another somewhat picturesque and formerly indis- 
pensable utility The flour-making industry has become 
highly commercialized, possibly. because a better product 
is available from the larger mills using processes which 
have been specialized, and possibly because the tendency
